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BIGGEST BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR OPENS 
ON MONDAY

OME 3,000 artists, designers, painters, carpenters, technicians, 
lumbers and labourers have been busy this week setting the 
stage for the British Industries Fair, which opens on Monday 
simultaneously at Earls Court and Olympia in London, and Castle 
Bromwich near Birmingham. 

This will be the 30th Fair in a series which began in 1915, and 
will be the largest in its history. Nearly 3,000 exhibitors will 
occupy over a million square feet of stand space, and will show all 
that is newest in 90 industrial groups. 


Textiles and Contractors’ Plant 


The main feature this year will be the textiles and clothing 
section at Earls Court which is occupied by 335 manufacturers 
presenting the biggest textile display ever made in this country. 
The second largest section is thet of contractors’ plant which 
occupies 75,000 square feet on an open-air site at Castle Bromwich. 

The three B.I.F. buildings are among the world’s largest exhi- 
bition halls, and stand frontages extend over 25 miles. Three 
town-size telephone exchanges serve over 4,000 telephones within 
the Fair. The buildings have emergency hospitals, banks, Post 
Offices, police forces, fire brigades, clubs, restaurants and baths. 
They have their own railway stations and bus services, and the 
Birmingham section has its own airfield. 

B.I.F. enquiry bureaux will be open at the main London railway 
stations every day until the Fair closes on the evening of Friday, 
May 11. At all three centres of the Fair the Board of Trade will 
have information bureaux, where buyers can obtain advice about 
export and import regulations, invoicing requirements, certificates 
of origin and currency regulations. 

In each of the Fair buildings there will be an Overseas Buyers 
Club for the exclusive use of business visitors. These clubs are 
comfortably furnished, refreshments are available, and each has a 


reception officer with a corps of interpreters at the service of 
visitors, Representatives of the Travel Association will advise on 
tours and holidays in Britain, and the Automobile Association will 
give information about motoring in this country. Visitors may use 
the clubs as headquarters during the period of the Fair, and their 
mail may be addressed c/o any of the clubs. 


World-Wide Invitation 


For an impression of the organisation of the B.I.F. it is necessary 
to appreciate the magnitude of the task. The great majority of 
British manufacturing firms are potential exhibitors, and all must 
be given an opportunity of taking space. Applications are often 
far in excess of the space available for a particular trade section, 
and the problems of adjusting the areas devoted to different trades 
and the desires of individual firms are thorny ones. It is necessary 
to secure the maximum attendance of trade buyers from all countries 
in the world, and to this end a mailing list containing the names of 
more than 130,000 overseas buyers is maintained and operated as 
the nucleus of an extensive publicity campaign beginning seven 
months before the event. ‘The maximum help is given by United 
Kingdom Government Commercial Officers overseas. There are 
transport, medical, storage, telephone, club, and other services to 
be provided, stands to be designed and constructed, catalogues 
printed, and a world-wide publicity campaign to be operated. It 
is regarded as a matter of the first importance to uphold among 
buyers and exhibitors alike the high reputation of the B.I.F. 

The British Industries Fair is o i by the Commercial 
Relations and Exports Department of the Board of Trade, in close 
collaboration with the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce, and 
in consultation with the representative industrial organisations. 
The London section of the Fair is administered by the Board of 
Trade. The Birmingham Chamber of Commerce is responsible 
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for the section at Castle Bromwich, 

The organisers are assisted by a Council of Exhibitors, an Exhi- 
bitors’ Advisory Committee, and by a Publicity Advisory Com- 
mittee on which the exhibitors are represented. ‘These Committees 
meet when necessary to ensure adequate liaison and to discuss policy 
and problems. 

For the convenience of buyers the various trades represented are 
arranged in sections. These sections do not, normally, vary greatly 
from year to year, but alterations must sometimes be made, and these 
call for public-spirited co-operation on the part of trades which may 
be moved from a location which they know to another where buyers 
have not been accustomed to find them. For the 1951 Fair, for 
example, it has been necessary, to accommodate the greatly increased 
textile section, to move the printing machinery exhibits from Earls 
Court to Olympia. 

During the past year personal invitations have been sent overseas 
to buyers in 141 territories inviting them to visit the Fair, which last 
year was attended by over 19,000 visitors from overseas. Specially 
energetic efforts have been made to encourage the attendance of 
business men from Canada and the United States, and it is hoped 
that last year’s attendance figures from the dollar areas will be 
exceeded in spite of adverse conditions arising out of rearmament. 


Festival of Britain Year 


Coinciding as it does with the opening of the Festival of Britain on 
May 3, the B.I.F. this year offers a unique opportunity to combine 
business with pleasure, and special facilities are being granted to 
tourists other than buyers to see the Fair during business hours. 

Reports from exhibitors indicate that buyers may expect a record 
number of new and novel products to be shown, many exhibitors 
pointing out that they have for years used the British Industries 
Fair as an occasion to show for the first time the outcome of their 
original research and development. 

A review of some of the outstanding products to be shown was 
included in the Board of Trade Journal on April 14. Reports of the 
Fair’s progress in our next two issues will further describe the 
outstanding and unusual. Meanwhile it can be said that, apart from 
the textile and construction plant sections which have been noted, 
more space has been taken this year at Earls Court by manufacturers 
of leather and leather goods and at Olympia by the printing machinery 
industry. There will be many novelties in office equipment, and 
evidence of progress in the scientific instruments field. 


How the Fair Started 


The story of the British Industries Fair goes back to the autumn 
of 1914. War had then engulfed most of Europe. Britain, long 
dependent on Germany and Austria for certain classes of manu- 
facture, found herself cut off from traditional sources of supply. 

To encourage British manufacturers to supply the missing goods 
themselves, the Board of Trade held a series of small exhibitions up 
and down the country so that manufacturers could view the types of 
articles needed. Firms went to work in the winter, and the Board 
of Trade, impressed by the quality of the new production, planned a 
national fair for early 1915. 

The first British Industries Fair opened when Britain’s energies 
were absorbed by war. Nevertheless, the response of British manu- 
facturers was remarkable; 591 manufacturers took space covering 
nearly 90,000 square feet. The emphasis on new inventions and 
developments was already apparent. Much interest was shown by 
visiting meichants in new products, or products made for the first 
time in Britain, Glass, for example, and more especially commercial 
glass, made its first appearance as a British product. 

Throughout most of the Fair’s history space has been the limiting 
factor; it has moved from building to building in the search for more 
extensive accommodation. Its first homes were the Royal Agri- 
cultural Hall, and, in the next year, the Victoria and Albert Museum, 
9 oe by buildings in the London Docks and then the Crystal 

lace. 


The Move to Birmingham 


In 1920, when the London section of B.I.F. was staged at the 
Crystal Palace, the Birmingham section began; the heavy industries 
and hardware were housed at Castle Bromwich, in a World War I 
aeroplane hangar purchased by the Birmingham Chamber of Com- 
merce. Then, in 1921, a section of the Fair was established in the 
Kelvin Hall, Glasgow, but the spread over three cities with 400 
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miles between them proved too big a transport problem for buyers, 
and the Glasgow section was discontinued. Castle Bromwich still 
houses the heavy industries and hardware section. From 1931 to 
1937 the Fair occupied Olympia and the White City in London, and 
in 1937 it took over the new Earls Court building in place of the 
White City. three centres—Earls Court, Olympia and 
Castle Bromwich—have housed the Fair ever since. 

In 1925 at the time of the Great Empire Exhibition at Wembley, 
B.I.F. took a holiday; and during World War II a 7-year lapse was 
enforced. The Fair reopened in 1947 on a scale larger than ever, 
and the struggle for space is to-day again a problem. The average 
number of overseas buyers at the British Industries Fairs in the 
1930’s was 5,000. The average for the three post-war Fairs, 1947, 
1948 and 1949, was 16,000. The 1949 Fair was an exhibitors’ 
record; there were 3,431 exhibitors in that year. In 1950 the Fair 
covered just under 1,000,000 square feet, and a new record for the 
number of overseas buyers attending was set up. 


Commonwealth’s Part 


The B.1.F. is a national trade Fair, and is concerned only with 
the products of United Kingdom manufacturers. There is one 
exception to this rule, in the Commonwealth Section at Earls Court. 
Over 20 countries of the Common- 
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Specialists from the Economic Co-operation Administration will 
man stands at Earls Court and Castle Bromwich to advise manus 
facturers and exporters on how best to gain entry into the American 
market. Suggestions will be given as to how to make a market 
survey; on consumer buying habits and normal channels of distri- 
bution in the United States; the suitability of the product from the 
standpoint of design, price and packaging; how to make an advance 
check on latest Customs duties, food and drugs laws and possible 
local State health requirements, and the location and size of the major 
American markets for the individual product. 

The final edition of the B.L.F. catalogue, numbering 50,000 copies, 
will be published on the opening day of the Fair. It will contain an 
alphabetical index of exhibits in eight languages, a classified list of 
exhibitors, details of their products, stand numbers and advertise- 
ments. ‘Thousands of advance copies were despatched to interested 
buyers overseas three months before the opening of the Fair. 

Trade buyers from overseas presenting an official invitation or 
their own business card at any entrance to the Fair will be given an 
Overseas Buyers Badge, which will ensure free admission to all 
sections in London and Birmingham throughout the period of the 
Fair. 

Trade buyers from the United Kingdom presenting an invitation 
or business card will receive a

This 
restriction is imposed for the 
convenience of buyers and is in 
keeping with the exclusively trade 
character of the Fair. In London, 
at Earls Court and Olympia, the 
public will be admitted on Satur- 
day, May 5 and Wednesday, 
May 9, only; the admission

Canada will also have a Trade 
Information Bureau at the Castle Bromwich section where buyers 
will be able to discuss their problems with Trade Commissioners, 
Replicas of world-famous diamonds will be a feature of the Union 
of South Africa stand, on which other sections will be devoted to 
agriculture, industry and mining. 

Southern Rhodesia will show the production of tobacco and the 
importance of copper in her economy, while New Zealand will stress 
the growth of such industries as forest products and food processing. 
Pakistan will feature her three major exports industries—tea, cement 
and sports goods. There will be coconut by-products from Ceylon, 
cigars from Jamaica, rum from Barbados, and high quality cottons 
from the West Indies.

An arrangement peculiar to Birmingham is the organisation of 
Workers’ Day. On the Saturday morning during each Fair factory 
parties are arranged from the Midlands. 28,000 workers in organ- 
ized parties visited the Fair in 1950. In this way the men and women 
who are making Britain’s export products are given an opportunity 
to see them on offer to the world’s buyers. Similar arrangements 
arte made for visits to the London sections of the Fair, but in London 
there is no special Workers’ Day.

Report on Marshall Aid 


THE Tenth Quarterly Report on Operations under the Economie 

Co-operation Agreement with the United States Government 
has been published as a White Paper (Cmd. 8205, price 6d., by post 
7d.). 

The Report covers the fourth quarter of 1950, and gives a general 
account of the economic position of the United Kingdom in that 
period, together witl details of the goods and services received under 
Marshall Aid, and activities under the Technical Assistance Programme. 
The Report also notes the main activities of the Organization for 
European Economic Co-operation during the quarter. 

Since the beginning of Marshall Aid to its suspension, the United 
Kingdom was allotted 2,694-3 million dollars. (Annex “A” of White 
Paper.) Although Marshall Aid allocations to the United Kingdom 
were suspended from January 1, the United Kingdom will continue 
to receive assistance in the form of E.C.A. grants to productivity 
teams, and for development projects in the Colonial territories. 
Receipts of E.C.A. dollars allocated but not used by December 31, 
1950, amounted as of March 31, 1951, to about $90 million.

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Conclusion of International Tariff Negotiations at Torquay 


gee SIGNING of the Final Act at Torquay on April 21, 1951, 
marked the conclusion of the international tariff negotiations which 
began on September 28, 1950. 


The Torquay Conference has been the third of a series of inter- 
national tariff conferences which have been held since the end of the 
Second World War. The first was held at Geneva in 1947, when 
23 countries entered into tariff negotiations among themselves and 
drew up the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade to put into 
effect the results of those negotiations and provide rules governing 
other aspects of their trade relations. The General Agreement—a 
multilateral trade agreement which comprises the schedules of tariff 
concessions and, inter alia, various provisions designed to protect the 
concessions against nullification or impairment—became operative in 
1948. It was always intended that further countries which were 
prepared to enter into negotiations should be enabled to join the 
Agreement and so enjoy its benefits, and should have the opportunity 
of acceding to it through negotiating concessions in their own tariffs. 
Thus a second tariff conference on a smaller scale was held at Annecy, 
France, in 1949, which resulted in the accession of a further group of 

. countries to the Agreement. The proposal to hold a third tariff 
' conference was made in the summer of 1949 ; invitations to attend 
_ were extended in November 1949 and the offer, by His Majesty’s 
Government in the United Kingdom, of Torquay as the site was 

‘accepted in March 1950. The Torquay negotiations followed the 
same pattern as those held at Geneva and Annecy except that in 
addition to negotiations between contracting parties and the acceding 
governments, there were also further negotiations between contracting 
parties themselves for additional concessions. 


The technique of multilateral tariff bargaining thtough the holding 
of simultaneous bilateral negotiations between pairs of countries 
followed by the generalization of the resulting concessions which was 
put into practice at Geneva and Annecy was continued at Torquay. 
It has again been demonstrated that despite some growing difficulties 
which are referred to below, this technique offers marked advantages 
over older methods of negotiating tariff reductions. A large number 
of negotiations has been completed and a substantial list of concessions 
has been achieved which will be applied over a very extensive area of 
world trade before the end of 1951. 


The scope and complexity of the Torquay Conference were enhanced 
by the fact that the negotiations were also related to the renewal of 
the firm validity of the concessions exchanged at Geneva and Annecy. 
The reductions and bindings in the rates of tariff duties which were 
negotiated in 1947 and 1949 had an assured life only to January 1, 


1951. Thereafter it was open to any contracting party to give notice, 
under Article XXVIII of the General Agreement, of its intention to 
withdraw or modify any of the concessions which it had made in its 
tariff. If the Geneva and Annecy concessions had remained liable 
to widespread modification or withdrawal the stability of world tariff 
levels—one of the main benefits afforded by the Agreement—would 
have been imperilled. To avoid this danger it was decided that any 
re-negotiations of the 1947 and 1949 concessions which countries felt 
obliged to undertake should be carried out at Torquay and that the 
assured life of the resulting schedules of concessions should be 
extended for another three years. ‘This “‘ rebinding ”’ of the Geneva 
and Annecy concessions, added to the new concessions regotiated at 
Torquay, will give stability to tariff rates covering a large part of 
world trade, until 1954. 


The Torquay Conference has also provided for the accession of new 
governments to the General Agreement. Through the signing of 
appropriate legal instruments a further group of countries will be 
enabled to adhere to the Agreement. Each of these countries will 
have agreed to reduce its tariffs through negotiations with the con- 
tracting parties and with each other when a basis for such negotiation 
existed. ‘To a large extent their tariffs will be stabilized. When they 
have acceded the countries adhering to the General Agreement will 
comprise a group whose trade accounts for over 80 per cent. of world 
imports and over 85 per cent. of world exports. 


Generally speaking, the significance of tariffs as instruments of 
national economic policy is increasing and the difficulties encountered 
in lowering rates of duty are probably greater to-day than at any time 
since the end of the war.

Four contracting parties did not undertake tariff negotiations at 
Torquay—Burma, Liberia, Nicaragua and Syria. 

The Nationalist Government of the Republic of China notified its 
withdrawal from the General Agreement with effect from May 5, 
1950 ; the Central People’s Government of China has not yet defined 
its position with regard to the General Agreement.

At the opening of the Tariff Negotiations the Delegation of Czecho- 
slovakia stated, by way of reservation to the action being taken by the 
Contracting Parties, that the participation of Western Germany was 
not in accordance with the terms of the Potsdam Agreement under 
which Germany was to be treated as a single economic unit. They 
also denied that Western Germany had any legal capacity to become 
a contracting party. 

The Delegation of Czechoslovakia also stated that they did not 
recognize the Government of South Korea.

Legal Instruments Open for Signature 


On April 21, 1951, which was the closing day of the Conference, 
four legal instruments were opened for signature at Torquay. These 
were :— 


The Final Act which authenticates the texts of the instruments 
described below. 


Decisions on the Accession of the Acceding Governments :— 


A separate Decision is provided in respect of each of the six govern- 
ments which have expressed their wish to accede to the General 
Agreement. Under the terms of the GATT a majority of two-thirds 
of the Contracting Parties is needed to take a decision to admit each 
acceding country. The six Decisions will be opened for signature 
at Torquay and will later be deposited at the Headquarters of the 
United Nations and will be open there for further signatures. 
seventh of the acceding governments, namely Uruguay, negotiated 
initially at Annecy in 1949 and is «pected to accede under the terms 
of the Annecy Protocol.) The last day for signature of the Decisions 
will be June 20, 1951. 


The Torquay Protocol to the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade embodies the results of the tariff negotiations undertaken at 
Torquay and the terms on which the new governments will be able 
to accede. This will be open for signature by the participating 
governments and will late:;; be deposited at the Headquarters of the 
United Nations and will be open there for further signatures. The 
results of the negotiations may be brought into force by the contracting 
parties and the acceding governments (as and when they become 
contracting parties) at various dates between May and November 1951, 
depending on the dates of their signatures or notifications regarding 
Article XXVIII negotiations. (Article XXVIII concerns the 
modification of existing schedules.) October 20 will be the last day 
for the signature of the Torquay Protocol. 

The Declaration on the Continued Application of the Present 
Schedules, taken in conjunction with the relevant provisions of the 
Torquay Protocol, is the instrument through which the Contracting 
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Parties will prolong the assured life of the Geneva and Annecy 
Schedules, as modified in accordance with such re-negotiations as 
were undertaken at Torquay, until January 1, 1954. 


Publication of Results and Schedules 


On May 9, 1951, the governments which took part in the Torquay 
negotiations will be at liberty to announce the results of their negotia- 
tions. An article on the results for the United Kingdom will appear 
in the Board of Trade Journal later. 

On May 12, the Schedules of Tariff Concessions as a whole and 
the text of the Torquay Protocol will be published by the Secretariat 
ag and will be placed on sale through United Nations Sales

In the House of Commons on Tuesday, the Secretary for Overseas 
Trade, Mr. Arthur Bottomley, gave some information on the Torquay 
Conference in reply to a member’s question. 

He said that the normal procedure for tariff negotiations under the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade was for individual countries 
to negotiate with each other, the concessions given in these negotiations, 
however, being extended to all countries which were contracting 
parties to the General Agreement. This procedure was followed at 
Torquay and limited agreements had been reached by the United 
Kingdom with four of the existing contracting parties, namely, 
Denmark, France, Norway and Sweden, supplementing the agree- 
ments reached with them at previous tariff conferences, and with 
five of the countries which intended to become contracting parties :— 
» Austria, the German Federal Republic, Peru, the Philippines and 

Turkey. 

No agreement had been reached at Torquay between the United 
Kingdom and certain of the other countries there represented. It 
was, of course, never intended that we should initiate negotiations 
with all the 31 other countries or groups of countries which participated 
in the Conference, and in the event we entered into negotiations for 
new or additional concessions with only twelve of them, namely, the 
nine he had already mentioned, and the Benelux Union, Italy and 
the United States. In these three cases, though negotiations took 
place, it was unfortunately found impossible to come to arrangements 
which would have been satisfactory to us. 

The Benelux countries had a relatively low tariff and we were ready 
accordingly to accept a balance of tariff concessions in their favour. 
But they were not prepared, without comprehensive reductions in our 
tariff, to exchange satisfactory assurances as to the application of 
import restrictions ; and, in the absence of such assurances, we felt 
unable to justify an unbalanced agreement. Italy was unable to 
offer us acceptable concessions on certain items which we regarded as 
eT important, and the negotiations were, by agreement, 

roken off 

The most important country with which we had not, on this occasion, 
been able to make an agreement was, of course, the United States. 
We had hoped that it might prove feasible to come to an arrangement 
with them which would have materially benefited our export trade. 
When, however, the United States and we ourselves came after long 
Negotiations to make our respective assessments of the relative value 
of the offers we were willing and able to make on the United Kingdom 
tariff and of the concessions on the United States tariff they were 
themselves prepared to make, it became apparent that no agreement 
was possible between us which satisfied the criterion of mutual 
advantage. In any tariff negotiations of this kind between Common- 
wealth and foreign countries the question of preferences granted or 
enjoyed by Commonwealth countries entered substantially into the 
picture. The United States position had been that without a con- 
siderable reduction in such preferences they could not conclude the 
wide agreement which they, and indeed we ourselves, would have 
wished, or make corresponding agreements with certain other Com- 
monwealth countries. Similarly no agreement proved possible 
between the United States on the one hand and on the other Australia 


or New Zealand, nor was any agreement made by the United States 
with South Africa. 


Interim Retail Prices Index 


THE Ministry of Labour and National Service announce that at 
March 13 the official index figure which measures changes in the 
average level of retail prices compared with the level at the base date, 
rey 1947 (taken as 100) was 119, compared with 118 at February 

The rise in the index was due mainly to higher prices of clothing, 
increases in the prices of some articles of food, and higher prices of 
blankets and other household articles. 
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Index Numbers of Import 
and Export Prices 


THE INDEX number of import prices in March rose by a further 

3 points to 128 (1950 = 100) ; this increase was only about half 
those shown in both January and February and was again largely 
caused by higher prices of raw materials, the index for which rose 
by 7 points to a level 56 per cent. above the average for 1950. 

Nearly half the increase in the raw materials index compared with 
February was due to higher unit values for imports of wool, while 
cotton, hides and skins and wood pulp accounted for most of the 
remainder. The index for import prices of manufactured articles 
rose by 4 points to 118, this being the result of a general increase 
for most items. 

The index of export prices also rose by 3 points compared with 
February to 112 (1950=100). Among manufactures there was little 
change i in prices of metal goods, the index for which rose by only one 
point to 107, but the textiles index was 5 points higher at 123, and 
that for other manufactures also rose by 5 points to 112

Visits to United States Factories 
by U.K. Business Men 


THE REGULATIONS relating to visits by individuals, who are 
not United States nationals, to see or to discuss unclassified material 
at United States factories engaged on classified contracts have been 
modified. 
The Security Inspectors at commercial plants engaged on classified 
contracts are now authorized to permit foreign visitors to see or to 
discuss unclassified materials under the authority of the United 
States Government regulations quoted below :— 
United States Army Regulations 380-406, paragraph 1b, Decem- 
ber 7, 1950. 

United States Navy Security Manual for Classified Matter, 
chapter 14, 1948. 

United States Air Force Regulation No. 205-1, paragraph 57, 
March 14, 1949. 

These references to the regulations should be mentioned when 
arrangements are being made with the company or companies con- 
cerned. Applications may now be made in respect of seeing or 
discussing unclassified material at commercial plants engaged on 
classified contracts, directly to the company or companies concerned 
without reference to the British Embassy in Washington, 

Visitors desirous of seeing or discussing unclassified work carried 
on in establishments of the “ Department of the Defense,” for 
example, arsenals or research laboratories, must still apply for permits 
through the British Embassy in Washington. Applications should 
be made in the first instance through the Board of Trade, Com- 
mercial Relations and Ex Department (Industries Branch). 
A clear month should be allowed for between the time the British 
Embassy is acquainted of the proposals and the actual dates of the 
visits to the factories. 

Unless visitors to commercial plants or to Army, Navy or Air Force 
establishments to see or discuss classified material are acting on 
behalf of a United — Government Department, permission to 
visit cannot be granted 

It is regretted that the Board of Trade cannot name those factories 
which are engaged on classified contracts. Visitors are advised to 
make contact in all cases with the firms they intend to see about 
unclassified material. 

The term “ classified contract’ may be taken as referring to a 
contract which has aspects which have been classified by the United 
States authorities as “‘ Restricted,” “ Confidential,” ‘‘ Secret’ or 
“Top Secret.” Material which is stated to be “ unclassified” 
includes anything, whether it is an item or a process, which has not 
been classified for security reasons in one of the categories defined 


United Kingdom business men who intend to visit the United 
States are asked, as a first step, to notify the Board of Trade, Commer- 
cial Relations and Exports Department (Industries Branch). 

This announcement cancels the one given on page 418 of the 
Board of Trade Journal on February 24, 


Increased Maximum Prices for 
Paper and Paper Board 


PRODUCERS of paper will be permitted to charge higher prices 

for home-produced newsprint, mechanical printings and kraft 
liner board, to cover increasud costs, due mainly to the higher price 
of imported wood pulp, from April 30. 

These increased costs have been notified by the paper makers, and 
after a careful review of existing prices the Board of Trade have made 
an Order authorizing increases of £13 16s. 3d. per ton for newsprint, 
£12 2s. 6d. to £22 2s. 6d. per ton for mechanical printings according 
to grade, and £43 5s. per ton for kraft liner board. 


These changes are made under the Newsprint (Prices) (Amend- 
ment No. 4) and Paper (Prices) (No. 2) (Amendment No, 3) Orders 
(S.I. 1951 Nos. 683 and 684) which may be obtained from H.M. 
Stationery way, London, W.C.2, and branches, price 
2d. each (by post 3d. each). 


Increased Maximum Prices for Some 
Utility Curtain Netting 


OWING to a rise in the cost of cotton and rayon yarns, the Board 
of Trade, after careful consideration. has agreed to a request from 
the manufacturers for an increase in the maximum prices for utility 
curtain netting which is made on a warp lace machine, The permitted 
maximum prices show increases ranging from 9 to 38 per cent. The 
new maximum prices are embodied in the Lace and Woven Curtain 
Net (Manufacture and Supply) (Amendment) Order 1951 No. 682, 
which came into operation on April 27. _ Copies of the Order can be 
obtained from His Majesty’s Stationery Office and branches price 2d. 
(by post 3d.). 

The amending Order also provides maximum prices for curtains, 
curtain panels and table covers made up from not more than two 
different types of utility curtain net, and removes the restriction on 
the manufacture and supply of plain net and veilings of natural silk. 


Utility Mattresses, Pillows 
and Bolsters 


DETAILS OF a new Order fixing maximum prices for Utility 
mattresses filled with woollen mixture felt which had been sub- 
stituted for mattresses containing woollen felt were given in the 
Board of Trade Journal on April 14. New grade symbols had been 
assigned to all these mattresses and the symbols listed in the Order 
should have been, in every case, those ibed in the corresponding 
Manufacture and Supply Order (S.I. 1951 No. 583). In two cases, 
however (U.B.S. 15 and 16), the old “woollen felt” numbers 
(U.B.S. 13 and 14) were retained in the Schedule to the Maximum 
Prices Order. 


The Board of Trade have now made the Utility Mattresses, Pillows 
and Bolsters (Maximum Prices) (Amendment No. 2) Order which 
corrects this error. It came into force on April 24 and is S.I. 1951 
No. 680, price 2d. (by post, 3d.). Copies are obtainable from H.M. 
Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches. 


Purchase Tax Announcement 


THE. Commissioners of Customs and Excise have reviewed the 
decision issued on July 5, 1949, concerning “ nesting” chairs 
(i.e., chairs having non-collapsible frames which are designed to bed 
down on one another for purposes of storage). 

After consultation with the Association of British Business Equip- 
ment Manufactures Ltd., the Office Appliance Trades’ Association 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and the School Furniture Manufac- 
turers’ Association Ltd., it has now been decided that, as from 
May 28, 1951, only those “ nesting "’ chairs (with or without arms) 
which consist of plain (i.c,, unornamented) metal or wooden frames 
with seats and backs of plain sheet metal, sheet lastic, wood or canvas 
can be regarded as not chargeable with tax. ‘ Nesting ” ’ chairs which 
are upholstered will be chargeable, but a chair which otherwise fulfils 
the prescribed conditions will not be disqualified from relief merely 
by reason of the back or the seat being shaped to the. human form. 


Notice No. 78, at page 32, should be noted accordingly.

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London Fashion Fortnight, 1951 


TS London Fashion Fortnight this year will run from Wednesday, 
May 30, to Wednesday, June 13, when a large number of buyers 

from overseas will have the opportunity of seeing every aspect of 
the British wholesale industry. 

Her Reyal Highness Princess Elizabeth has graciously consented 
to be the guest of honour at the reception to be given by His Majesty’s 
Government on May 31 at Lancaster House, during the Fortnight. 

During the Fortnight there will be a number of other receptions 
by the Trade, including one on the Terrace of the House of Commons. 
Overseas buyers will also be able to attend the gala premiere of the 
new British musical film in Technicolor ‘“‘ Happy Go Lovely,” the 
proceeds of which are to be devoted to the Drapers’ School, Purley. 

Since its beginning four years ago, the Fashion Fortnight has 
progressively increased London’s prestige as a centre of fashion, and 
1951 will be memorable as a year when the British fashion industry 
produced a particularly brilliant display of fabrics and models. 
Newcomers this year will be displays of silks and nylons and a special 
feature will be made of the wide variety of uses to which cotton can 
be put as a fashion fabric. 

Last year the number of buyers was double that of the previous year 
and at least 300 fashion houses were “‘ at home”’ tothem. This year, 
two months before the opening of the Fortnight, nearly 300 buyers 
have accepted invitations and are coming to London for the Fortnight. 
The Committee, which represents the wholesale fashion trade associa- 
tions and the Board of Trade, are confident that whatever type of 
fashion goods these buyers wish to see, they will find them in London 
during the displays.

Restrictions on Use of Scarce Metals 


THE Minister of Supply, Mr. George Strauss, announced in the 

House of Commons on April 20 that there was a grave shortage 
of nickel, tungsten and molybdenum, and consequently of alloy 
steels. Everything possible was being done to obtain greater supplies, 
but there was immediate need to make savings in the civil use of these 
metals to provide for the very heavy requirements of the rearmament 
programme, which, of course, must be met. 


To make this possible in respect of nickel, certain other nickel 
uses must be cut immediately. Nickel supplies had not fallen, but 
the heavy defence demand coming on top of a rising civilian demand 
had produced an acute shortage. As am emergency measure, as 
from May 1, the amount of nickel supplied for stainless steel pro- 
duction would be cut to 70 per cent. of the 1950 level, and supplies 
of nickel anodes for plating would be cut to 50 per cent. of the 1950 
level. These cuts would be followed by the prohibition of less 
essential uses of nickel. The United States Government had already 
enacted prohibitions in this field. 

Supplies of molybdenum, for which this country was entirely 
dependent on the United States, were far below the 1950 level, and 
there was a sharply increased demand for our defence programme. 
If the rearmament demand had to be met in full from the current 
rate of supplies, there would be hardly anything left for civil pro- 
duction. Supplies of tungsten were also precarious. The mining 
of tungsten ore was to be started again in Devonshire to supplement 
imports. ‘There was little scope Serene prohibiting inessential end uses of 
either molybdenum or tungsten. 


Mr. Strauss said that Technical Committees of the iron and steel 
industry had been set up to examine urgently what economies could 
be made in the use of nickel, molybdenum and tungsten in modi- 
fication of alloy steel specifications. In this they would, he was 
sure, have the co-operation of the alloy steel using industries. These 
Committees would also be of great assistance in the examination of 
the specifications of alloy steels for the rearmament programme to 
find what further economies could safely be made there. 

All these measures would have to be supplemented as soon as 
possible by closer control of the distribution of nickel, tungsten, 
molybdenum and the alloy steels. 


It must be stressed, however, that the only way in which we could 
meet the rearmament programme and the basic requirements of our 
civil economy, including exports, was by obtaining increased supplies 
of these metals. The greatest importance was attached to a favourable 
outcome of the international discussions on this subject. Even so, 
we must envisage that measures of economy and restrictions on the 
lines which we were now compelled to enforce would be necessary 
for a considerable time.

Team to Study Education for 


Management 


UNDER the auspices of the Anglo-American Council on Pro- 
ductivity and the Economic Co-operation Administration, the 
Education for Management Team, sponsored by the British Institute 
of Management, left for the United States on Tuesday. 

The aims of the Team will be: to estimate the volume of effort 

devoted to education in management subjects in the United States 
at all levels ; to visit selected educational establishments providing 
schemes of education and training for management, and to study their 
methods ; to attempt to assess the acceptability of such education 
in management subjects to industry and commerce and its influence 
on the subsequent careers of students; and to report upon the 
methods and success of formal training schemes within industry 
itself. 
" he order to make the maximum use of its allotted time of six weeks 
the Team will be divided into five groups, each of which will possess 
both educational and industrial backgrounds. It is hoped that 
four of these groups may be able to spend from 10 to 12 days with 
each of three different kinds of typical educational institutions, and 
that the fifth group will devote itself primarily to discovering the 
volume of effort devoted to formal education in management subjects 
and to co-ordinating the work of the other groups. 


O.E.E.C. Urges Increased 
Recuperation of Sulphur 


THE Council of the Organization for European Economic Co- 

operation has recommended member countries of the Organization 
to increase efforts for the recuperation of sulphur from town and 
industrial gases. The main purpose of this recommendation is that 
member countries should take all appropriate measures to make the 
utmost use of the capacity of their purification plants, even when the 
end use of the gas does not justify purification. It is also suggested 
that all residual spent oxides, even those with a low sulphur content, 
should be treated, and that consideration should be given to the 
possibility of purifying more gases with a high sulphur content, which 
were not subject to purification hitherto ; this particularly applies to 
residual gases from the manufacture of ammonium sulphate and gases 
obtained from the distillation of lignites, even if this process involves 
the installation of new plants. 


Most member countries are now in a difficult position as regards 
sulphur, since their supplies from the United States have been 
severely curtailed. This problem might well remain acute for several 
years to come, and it is only by the joint efforts of the member countries, 
and especially by more intensive recuperation, that the position can be 
substantially improved.

Increases vary according to district and specifications from 2s. 11d. 
to 5s. 11d. per ton.

Import of Postage Stamps 


IN NOTICE to Importers No. 401, Appendix VII, the Board of 

Trade announced the issue of an Open General Licence permitting 
the import of postage stamps and similar articles of philatelic interest 
subject to the conditions set out therein. The Board now announce 
(in Notice to Importers No. 436) that, with effect from May 1, 1951, 
the Open General Licence has been amended to permit the import of 
postage stamps and similar articles of philatelic interest subject to the 
following conditions :— 

(1) that no payment or other consideration has been or will be made 

for them ; or 

(2) that they’ are consigned from the scheduled territories (see 

below) ; or 

(3) that if consigned from any country other than the scheduled 

territories they are imported as part of a transaction in which 
no payment or consideration other than an export of postage 
stamps or similar articles of philatelic interest has been. or will 
be given: or 

(4) that if consigned from any country or territory other than— 

(a) the scheduled territories, or 
(b) Albania, Argentina, Bolivia, Bulgaria, Canada, Colombia, 
Costa Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Dominican Republic, 
Ecuador, El Salvador, French Somaliland, Germany 
(Russian Zone), Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, Hungary, 
Japan, Korea, Liberia, Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Persia 
(Iran), Philippines, Poland, Roumania, Tangier, United 
States of America, Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, 
Venezuela, Yugoslavia, 
they are 
(i) mint stamps of an issue of a permitted country or territory 
(i.e., any country other than those listed in 4 (b) above), or 
(ii) used stamps or bona fide collections beneficially owned in 
a permitted country or territory. F 

Stamps, etc., imported under (3) or (4) above must be addressed ~ 
to the importer care of the British Philatelic Association Limited, 
3 Berners Street, London, W.1, and must be accompanied by an 
invoice setting out in detail their value, and stating clearly whether 
they are being imported as part of a barter transaction or for paymen. 
in cash. If payment is to be made in cash, the invoice, duly certified — 
by the Association, will be required as evidence in support of the ~ 
importer’s application for foreign currency. : 

The import of postage stamps and similar articles without separate — 
import licences otherwise than in accordance with this Notice is still 
prohibited. Any such stamps and similar articles imported ill 
are subject to forfeiture and no foreign exchange will be provi for 
the purchase of them in any circumstances. 

The export of postage stamps or other articles to countries outside 
the scheduled territories remains prohibited except with the per- 
mission of the British Philatelic Association Limited. 

The British Philatelic Association Limited operates the Export and 
Import Control for postage stamps on behalf of the Board of Trade. 

The scheduled territories at present comprise— 

British Commonwealth (except Canada). 

British Trust Territories. 

British Protectorates and Protected States. 

Burma, the Irish Republic, Iraq, Iceland and Jordan. 
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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 
Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament. 


WEDNESDAY APRIL 18 


United Kingdom Exports to Commonwealth 


Asked for figures for the last half-yearly period available indicating 
the volume of United Kingdom exports to Commonwealth countries 
expressed as a percentage of the volume exported in 1938, the President 
of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, replied that the current 
series of index numbers of volume of United Kingdom exports was 
based on 1947. Compared with the —— for that year, it was 
estimated that the volume of exports to the Commonwealth as a 
whole in July-December 1950 had increased by 87 per cent., to the 
self-governing members of the Commonwealth by 92 per cent. and 
to the Colonies by 82 per cent. Only a very rough estimate could be 
made of changes in the volume of trade between 1938 and 1947. 
Exports to the Commonwealth as a whole in 1947 were about equal 
to the 1938 volume ; the volume sent to the Colonies was probably 
about a fifth higher and exports to the self-governing members of the 
Commonwealth showed a small reduction compared with 1938. 


THURSDAY APRIL 19 
| Prices of Utility Clothing 

Asked what had been the average percentage rise in Utility clothing 
ceiling prices between August 1945 and February 1951 ; and what 
were the respective figures for the most important half dozen items, 
the President replied that there were many thousands of ceiling 
prices for Utility clothing and there had been substantial changes 
in the various Utility schomes during the last five and a half years. 
Many new Utility cloths had been introduced and the austerity 
regulations which were generally in force in 1945 had long since 
disappeared. ‘These factors made it impossible to compare maximum 
prices even for one group of articles over the years, rnuch less to make 
a comparison for the Utility clothing scheme as a whole. As far as 
changes in actual retail prices were concerned, he would refer to the 
reply which the Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of Labour 
gave to a question on April 3. 


Shertage of Sulphur 

Warning of the shortage of sulphur for sulphuric acid manufacture 
was first given to the trade by his department in April 1949, the Presi- 
dent said. 

No information was available as to a shortage of sulphur for 
purposes other than acid making until the allocation for the first 
quarter of this year was announced by the United States on Decem- 
ber 18 last. 


Newsprint Supplies from Canada 


Asked about the progress of negotiations with Canada for future 
supplies of newsprint, the President replied that he understood from 
the Newsprint Supply Company that the arrangements for 1951 had 
now been settled, and that the Company expected to obtain 100,000 
tons from Canada this year, which included a small quantity shipped 
at the end of 1950. He was informed that negotiations for deliveries 
in later years were proceeding satisfactorily, but that it was too early 
yet to make any statement. 


War Damage Claims 


Asked in view of the continued postponement of payment of 
claims under the War Damage (Business Scheme) Act, 1941, whether 
he would now at least authorize payment of the 2} per cent. per 
annum interest promised on such sums ; and if he would give an 
estimate of the cost of paying such interest, the President replied 
that there was no power under the War Damage Acts to pay interest 
except in those cases in which a claim was fully discharged on grounds 
either of public interest or of undue hardship. The aggregate amount 
of accrued interest now outstanding was approximately £10 million. 


Waste Paper Salvage 


The President said that as a result of the salvage drive, more than 
1,200 local authorities were now collecting, or had decided to collect, 
waste paper separately, as compared with the 1,767 authorities who 
were at one time obliged to make separate collections under the 
Defence Regulations. The direction was withdrawn in 1949 and the 
number fell to about 700 at the end of that year. Almost all of those 


which were still not collecting were in districts of scattered population 
where it was difficult to organize collections on an economic basis. 

The average weekly tonnage of all waste paper received by the 
mills was greater in February this year than any figure previously 
recorded. Receipts reached the rate of 987,000 tons per annum, as 
compared with the target of 1,000,000 tons which the Waste Paper 
Recovery Association had originally set for 1951. 

The Waste Paper Recovery Association, with his support, was now 
planning an intensified publicity campaign for increased collections. 


Imports of Timber 


The President stated that it was his intention to allow all privately- 
imported timber to go into consumption and to use Government 
imports partly to bridge the gap between total consumption and 
private imports and partly for the stockpile. 


Paper for National and Local Elections 


Asked what were the arrangements made with the paper trade 
for preferential treatment to be given to the requirements of all 
political parties for both national and local elections ; and when were 
these arrangements made, the President replied that the voluntary 
priority scheme for paper and board was discussed with the various 
trade associations concerned at a series of meetings commencing last 
November and ranging over a period of some weeks. Attention was 
directed in suitable cases to the importance of seeing that supplies of 
paper were made available to all political parties for elections. On 
March 12 the associations in question were specifically reminded 
of the importance of this matter. 

Distribution of Newsprint Supplies 

The President was asked whether he had yet come to a decision on 
the question of convening an Empire and United States of America 
Conference to consider the distribution of the available supplies of 
newsprint. He stated that in reply to a question on April 11 he 
said that a decision had already been taken to set up a Pulp and 
Paper Committee in Washington. 

Newsprint would be one of the subjects considered by that body. 


Protein Fibre for Suitings 


A questioner asked if the President was aware that, by the end of 
1951, the Imperial Chemical Industries output of test tube fibre 
made from the waste product of monkeynuts, was estimated to be 
about 8,000,000 pounds, and, if mixed with wool, sufficient for 
4,000,000 suits ; and if he would make a further statement on this 
matter. 

The President replied that he understood the output of protein 
fibre in 1951 would be of the order mentioned in the question. As 
the member was informed on April 12, only a small proportion of this 
fibre would be made into suitings. The number of suits which this 
would make must of course depend upon what blend of wool and 
protein fibre was found to be technically satisfactory for suitings. 
This was a new fibre and its development continued. 


Low Conversion Value of Goods for Export 


Asked what groups and classes of goods for export he now proposed 
to discourage on account of their low conversion value ; and what 
raw material content qualified goods for inclusion in the group referred 
to as low conversion value, the President replied that as he explained 
to the House on the previous Monday during the debate on the 
Budget prwposals, there was no suggestion of a total ban on exports 
from the United Kingdom of semi-manufactured goods of low 
conversion value. But it was not possible in our present circumstances 
of raw material shortages to allow the shipment of large quantities of 
materials in raw or semi-fabricated form which were essential to our 
own industrial production. The factors to be borne in mind in 
fixing the conversion value would obviously vary from commodity to 
commodity and it was not possible to specify a figure for the raw 
material content likely to qualify any range of goods for export purposes. 


FRIDAY APRIL 20 
United States Mission on Sulphur 


Asked about the visit of the United States Mission to investigate 
the use of sulphur in this country, the President said that this Mission, 
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which was welcomed by His Majesty’s Government, had concluded 
its visit and had returned to Washington. From an interview he had 
with them before they left, he was impressed with the thoroughness 
with which they had informed themselves about our sulphur position 
and the efforts we were making to help ourselves. It was a pleasure 
to have the Mission with us and he thought their visit should prove 
to have been of great value. 


TUESDAY APRIL 24 


Cigars from Cuba 


Asked why he had agreed, as a result of the trade discussions with 
Cuba, to admit substantially larger quantities of Cuban cigars into 
the United Kingdom, the Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. Arthur 
Bottomley, replied that no such agreement had been made. 


Increases in Paper Prices 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Hervey 
Rhodes, said he was aware of recent increases in paper prices, which 
were almost entirely due to the steep rise in the cost of imported 
woodpulp and other papermaking raw materials which had occurred 
in the last twelve months. Action in one country alone would not 
reverse this trend, but we were maintaining price control over some 
of the scarcer types of paper such as newsprint and mechanical printing 
paper. 

Production and Exports in Textile Industry 


Asked to give the relative figures for the main branches of the 
textile industry for 1938 and 1950 on the basis of which it was calcu- 
lated that neither production nor exports for 1950 had recovered tothe 
extent of 1938, Mr. Rhodes replied that he assumed this question had 
arisen from a statement made by the then President of the Board of 
Trade during the Debate on the Budget Proposals on April 16. This 
related solely to the cotton industry and the relative figures were set out 
in the table below :—

Staff of Leather Control 


The highest number of persons employed by the Leather Control 
was 187 on October 1, 1943, it was stated. On October 1, 1950, 
when the functions of the Control remaining at that date were taken 
over by the Directorate of Sundry Materials, the number engaged 
on this work was 19. 


Silk Fabrics and Utility Scheme 


A proposal to include certain silk fabrics in the Utility scheme 
had been made by the Silk and Rayon Users’ Association and was 
under consideration, Mr. Rhodes said. He could not yet say whether 
the proposal would be accepted. 


Pyrites from Wales 


From an analysis and test recently conducted of certain samples of 
pyrites from Wales, it was found that the carbonaceous content made 
them unsuitable for use on existing sulphuri:: acid plants, Mr. Rhodes 
stated. 


Production and Imports of Wood Flour 


Asked what action he had taken to ensure that existing plant in 
this country to produce wood flour was used to its full capacity, Mr. 
Rhodes replied that, as explained in the reply to a question on this 
subject on February 8, wood flour was made from the waste (sawdust 
and chippings) arising from sawmilling activities. It followed that 
production of wood flour (and consequently utilization of plant 
capacity) was limited to the amount of waste material available in 
this country. 

There was no control of such waste material, but wood flour pro- 
ducers in their own interests were naturally alive to the importance 
of procuring all they could, while it was also to the advantage of saw-

millers to sell the waste, which had arisen from their timber imports. 

13,000 tons of wood flour valued at £153,000 was imported into the 
United Kingdom in 1950, he said. Figures of imports of wood 
flour were not sub-divided according to type in the United Kingdom 
Trade Returns. 

The total import duty ‘chargeable on wood flour was 15 per cent. 
ad valorem, it was stated. If the manufacturers concerned did not 
think that this rate was adequate, it was open to them to make appli- 
cation to the Board of Trade for an increase in the additional duty. 


Sulphur Supplies 


Mr. Bottomley said that consumers of sulphur who wished to import 
privately any quantity they could secure to supplement the amount 
they were licensed to receive from the allocation made to us by the 
United States, had been told they were free to do so. Import licences 
were granted freely. All possible help was given to overcome any 
difficulties that arose in the completion of transactions, and any 
importers who were not themselves consumers, if they so desired, were 
put into touch with consumers. 

No deduction was made by the Board of Trade in respect of any 
private purchase from the supply a consumer was licensed to receive 
from sulphur imported from the United States. 

The Board was not competing with private purchasers, but would 
consider any direct offer where the conditions of sale were reasonable. 

He added that the possibility of increasing production of sulphur 
throughout the world was one of the aspects of the sulphur problem 
which were at present being examined by the Sulphur Committee 
of the International Materials Conference in Washington. , 

The Canadian Government were represented on the Committee, ~ 
so that they would already have full information about the importance 
of developing sulphur production.

| Standards for Cream 


~THE Minister of Food has made the Food Standards (Cream) Order, 
11951, prescribing minimum standards of composition for cream made 
from. cows’ milk. 

The standards, which come into force on April 30, dre as follows :— 

For cream, a minimum of 18 per cent. milk fat ; this standard 
applies to cream sold as such = under a description such as 

* single cream,” “‘ fruit cream,” or “‘ coffee cream.’ 

For double or thick cream, and i cream, a minimum of 
48 per cent. milk fat. 

For sterilized cream, a minimum of 23 per cent. milk fat ; this 
standard is intended to relate to tinned sterilized cream ; bottled 
sterilized cream and the like. 

The Order applies to all cream, whether home-produced or imported, 

including that sold by catering establishments. 

In making the standards the Minister has had regard to the recom- 
mendations of the Food Standards Committee and to the repre- 
sentations which were received following the publication of the 
Committee’s proposals in February. It is proposed to review the 
standards in the light of experience and also to consider whether any 
special labelling provisions are called for. 

As previously announced, the Food Standards Committee propose 
to deal with artificial cream and synthetic cream in a later Report. 


Research on Insect Pests 


ONE OF the most important researches now being carried out at 
the Pest Infestation Laboratory, Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research, is an investigation of the physical conditions under 
which pests can survive. The progress of the research is described 
in Pest Infestation Research 1949, published by H.M. Stationery 
Office for D.S.I.R., price 1s. 9d. (45 cents United States), by post 2s. 

Investigation has also been made of the toxicity of fumigants, the 
control of blowflies in slaughterhouses, and the protection of grain, 
both before harvesting and during bulk storage.

BRITISH STANDARDS 


Steel Tubes for Cycle and Motor Cycle Purposes 


British Standard 1717:1951, “ Steel tubes for cycle and motor cycle 
purposes,” is one of a series of British Standards for steel tubes for 
general engineering purposes. 

Three types of steel tube are covered: cold drawn seamless, 
electric resistance butt-welded, and cold drawn electric resistance 
butt-welded. Within each type a number of grades are specified. 
A general section lays down such requirements as the procedure for 
mechanical testing and dimensional tolerances, including straightness. 


A table at the end of the standard gives a useful summary of the 
chemical compositions and mechanical properties of the complete 
range of tubes. (Price 2s. 6d. post free.) 


Cycle Stands (B.S.1716:1951) 


In view of the variety of parking equipment for cycles at present in 
use the preparation of this British Standard for cycle stands was 
undertaken in order to standardize the most convenient types suitable 
for any particular purpose and in order to provide guidance to pur- 
chasers, architects and others in their selection. The Standard refers 
only to stands constructed of steel or of concrete, but it is not intended 
to preclude the use of other materials and designs, some of which are 
the subject of patents or registration. 


Performance requirements are given both for steel stands and those 
constructed from concrete, and appendices are included containing 
recommendations on the selection, spacing and maintenance of the 
stands.

Brazing 


British Standard 1723:1951, “‘ Brazing,” which is supplementary 
to B.S. 1724, “ Bronze welding by gas’”’ (in course of preparation), 
has been prepared as part of the programme of welding standards 
authorized by the Welding Industry Standards Committee of the 
Institution. 

The standard is confined to those aspects of brazing for which it is 
considered advisable to specify definite requirements although general 
recommendations regarding the features of one or more methods of 
brazing are given where it is thought that guidance will be helpful. 
In view of the vast range of joints and connections for which brazing 
is used this treatment of the subject has been considered the most 
appropriate. 

The brazing processes covered are blowpipe (torch), furnace, 
electric induction, electric resistance, dip and salt bath. 

A general section specifies requirements for joint design, general 
preparation, flux removal, inspection and testing procedure. Each 
process is dealt with in a separate section in terms of a description of 
the processes and the permissible filler metals for the various parent 
metals.

hermodynamic Properties of Refrigerants 

The British Standard (B.S. 1725:1951) gives tables of thermo- 
dynamic properties of the following refrigerants : ammonia, sulphur 
dioxide, carbon dioxide, methyl chloride and dichlorodifluoromethane. 
Tables of the properties of saturated vapour and superheated vapour 
for each of the above refrigerants are included in this standard. The 
tables of the properties of ammonia, methyl chloride, sulphur dioxide 
and dichlorodifluoromethane have been reproduced from data pub- 
lished in various journals in the United States of America. ‘Tables 
of properties of carbon dioxide have been obtained from sources in 
this country. These tables are reproduced by permission of the 
various authorities and acknowledgement to them is given in the 
Introduction to the standard.

European Trend of Ecuador’s Overseas Trade 


The article below was written for the Board of Trade Journal by H.M. Charge d’ Affaires (ad interim) in Quito.

HE PROSPERITY of Ecuador and her trading possibilities 

depend upon her ability to find markets for her exports. Since 

May 3, 1947, when the last article on this country appeared in 
the Board of Trade Journal, certain changes have taken place in the 
quantities and value of the various crops exported. The most 
notable of these changes is the decline in the export of rice and the 
increase in the export of bananas. Rice has declined from $15 million 
in 1946 to $9 million in 1950, but bananas have increased from a 
negligible quantity to $9°5 million, so that the total of the two has 
increased by $3-5 million. 

During the period 1947-1950, and particularly since the inaugura- 
tion of President Galo Plaza’s Government in 1948, there has been 
a gradual (although by no means constant) improvement in Ecuador’s 
general economic position. ‘The immediate post-war period reduced 
' greatly the possibilities of exporting rice, hitherto the major com- 
' modity, owing to high price and the reversion of buyers to the 
' traditional eastern sources of supply. By a combination of encouraging

In only one respect since the present Government took over 
has there been a major disappointment. The Shell Company, 
after expending about £10 million in exploration in the Oriente 
(the Eastern part of the country situated in the upper Amazon basis), 
has now withdrawn. This means that not only does the country 
lose the not inconsiderable sums expended by the Shell Company 
in its exploratory activities, but it must also accept, for the time being 
at least, that there will be no great increase in revenue from new oil 
resources. Nevertheless, the Anglo-Ecuadorean Company and other 
smaller concerns continue to make Ecuador self-supporting in oil- 
products and to export a certain amount at the same time. 


Imports and Exports 


The gradual return to more normal trading conditions has led to 
certain changes in the pattern of Ecuador’s trade in exports and 
imports. This had been greatly distorted from that prevailing before 
the war, and although the pre-war form has by no means been restored, 
European countries are beginning to reassert themselves.

Import and Exchange Regulations 


The present regulations governing imports and exchange came 
into force on December 1, when the previous multiple system was 
revised and par value reduced from 13-50 to 15 sucres to U.S. dollar. 

Practically all goods can be imported into the country, and imports 
have been classified into three groups. 

Group A comprises goods considered as essential, and permits 
are granted without limitation. The necessary Foreign Exchange 
is supplied by the Central Bank at the official rate and no taxes or 
surcharges are levied (machinery, tractors, certain foodstuffs). 

In Group B are comprised goods considered as useful. Foreign 
exchange is supplied by the Central Bank at the official rate. Prior 
to granting the permit a tax of 33 per cent. on the c.i.f. value of the 
goods has to be paid. Recently, however, a regulation provides for 
payment of this tax when the goods have arrived, in order to facilitate 
the — of commodities likely to become scarce or otherwise difficult 
to obtain. 

In Group C are classified goods considered as luxuries (silk and 
woollen goods, radios, refrigerators, nylon stockings, etc.). Permits 
for importing these goods are also granted without restriction, but 
the importer, prior to obtaining the permit, has to surrender to the 
Central Bank foreign exchange bought in the free market and to pay 
taxes amounting to 44 per cent. on the c.i.f. value of the 

There is still another group of imports under the so-called “‘ com- 
pensation” system. Goods comprised in this classification (motor 
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cars, liquors, whisky, etc.), can be imported only if paid for with 
foreign exchange derived from certain Ecuadorean exports. The 
foreign exchange thus obtained is freely transferable and negotiable, 
but its rate is slightly higher than that of the free market dollar. 


Exchange Rate and Cost of Living 


When sterling was re-valued, the pound was fixed at S.37-80 equals 
£1, and the free market rate was approximately $.48-00 equals £1. 
This latter rate has remained more or less constant, varying during 
the last two years between S.46-00 and S.52-00 equals £1. At the 
time of writing, as a result of the new Exchange Law, the official 
rate is S.42-42 equals £1, and the free market rate is $.47-55 equals £1. 


The gradual increase in the cost of living has continued and certain 
classes undoubtedly suffer from this cause. Nevertheless, owing 
to the fact that Ecuador is largely self-supporting in foodstuffs, 
the rate of inflation is less dangerous than would otherwise be the 
case. The price of basic foodstuffs as shown in the Official Cost of 
Living figure has risen about 18 per cent. since 1947. This is probably 
an underestimate of the true position. 


The Government hopes to mitigate any effects of this upward 
tendency in the cost of living on the poorer sections of the population, 
by intervening directly in the marketing of the basic commodities. 
At the same time the price of certain essential imports will be 
controlled. 


Future Prospects 


As has been mentioned, there is a trend towards buying from 
European sources, particularly Germany, although the United 
Kingdom, Italy and France are not neglected. In addition, Japanese 
goods are again available—cotton goods, pottery and earthenware 
being noticeable. Germany is entering the market with wood- 
working machinery, welding equipment, electric motors, etc., at 
competitive prices, but at slow delivery rates. For the Ecuadorean 
importer, the European sources of supply suffer from one major 
defect, namely, that in case of war there is so great a distance involved 
that the risk of non-arrival of his goods is greatly increased, and this 
thought in the importer’s mind probably reduces somewhat his evident 
desire to import from Europe. 


Since the beginning of this year, imports have been maintained at a 
high level but exports have fallen off, with unfavourable dollar 
balance as a result. These unfavourable balances, however, are 
smaller than were expected and it is thought that some foreign capital 
is being invested in the country, so keeping the unfavourable balance 
to a relatively low figure. 


At the same time the favourable market for such products as 
rubber, bananas, cocoa and coffee should be maintained because of 
the very high prices for metal goods and chemicals brought about by 
present world conditions. 


As regards the prospects for British goods, so long as prices remain 
competitive, there is every reason to hope that a reasonable level of 
trade can be maintained. Woollen goods, always in demand, are 
handicapped by the recent price increases, but whisky maintains 
itself as the preferred imported drink, and there is an ever-increasing 
interest in British machinery and agricultural implements.

made for the registration of claims in respect of certain liabilities 
of the offices of Japanese Closed Institutions which are undergoing 
liquidation. ‘These institutions (a list of which is given below) 
were designated as Closed Institutions by Order ef the Supreme 
Commander for the Allied Powers and Special Liquidators were 
appointed. The following claims may now be registered with the

So far as the Board of Trade have been able to ascertain at present, 
statements of claim should contain the following information :— 


Name of the closed institution against which claim is to be filed. 

Name and location of the office against which claim originated. 

Date at which claim originated. 

Description of claim, with full particulars. Principal and interest should 
be clearly distinguished, and the period for which interest is calculated 
should be stated. 

Description and present location of any public bonds, debentures, stocks, 
shares, or other items which were offered as security. 

Listing and description of any documentary evidence (deeds, passbooks, 
contracts, certificates, acknowledgment of claims, etc.) which claimant 
may wish to attach in verification of his claim. 

Amount of claim. If the claim is expressed in a foreign currency, it 
should be stated only in that particular foreign currency, without 
re-calculating to yen or other currencies. 

The claimant may submit any other information which he considers 


necessary. 

The claim should include the full name and address of the creditor, and 
a statement along the following lines: ‘‘ The undersigned hereby 
declares that the statement given above is true and correct, and acknow- 
ledges that no payment or settlement of the above- mentioned claims 
has been made up to the present.” 

The claims of creditors who fail to register their claims by the 
prescribed date will be excluded from the special liquidation, and can 
only be dealt with out of the surplus assets remaining after all other 
creditors have been satisfied.

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Price and Quality Factors in 
Exports to the Sudan 


THE SUDAN has enjoyed an unprecendented buoyancy of trade 

approaching boom conditions since the end of the war in 1945. 
This is the direct result of the high prices ruling for agricultural 
produce, notably cotton, which, together with cotton-seed earned, 
in 1949, four times as much as all other exports taken together. 

The total values of retained imports and exports in 1949 were 
£15,438,000 and £21,537,000 respectively, as against £13,982,000 
and £18,600,000 in 1948. It will be seen that the visible balance of 
trade in 1949 was +£6,099,000 as against +£4,618,000 in 1948. 

The United Kingdom remains the Sudan’s best customer, taking, 
in 1949, nearly £E.18 million worth (or 67 6 per cent.) of the country’s 
exports and supplying a third of its imports. The terms of trade 
with the United Kingdom were in the Sudan’s favour as in previous 
years, her favourable visible balance of trade amounting to over 
£E.10 million. 


Imports and Methods of Trading 


In the Review of Commercial Conditions in the Sudan*, which 
has been written by the Sudan Government, there is a section dealing 
with imports and methods of trading, and it will be seen that in general, 
these may be summarized as the consumer-needs of a frugal but 
developing and (at present) moderately prosperous agricultural 
community, together with simple light capital goods for projects 
which, arrested by the second world war, are going ahead in the heyday 
of the comparative agricultural boom. A list of the principal items 
imported will be found in Appendix III of the Report. 

Price is a primary factor in determining the source from which the 
country’s imports shall be drawn and speed of delivery is also import- 
ant. Quality is by no means excluded as a criterion and, in a 
conservative market, British goods have a well entrenched position 
in this respect. But the price-margin which the local consumer will 
tolerate as a consideration for higher quality cannot be stretched 
indefinitely in direct proportion to the better quality which United 
Kingdom manufacturers may claim for their products. 

The suitability of goods for the rigorous climatic conditions of the 
Sudan and adequacy of packaging for the long and often rough carriage 
to destination are points that United Kingdom exporters should 
consider. United Kingdom merchant’s methods of conducting their 
business in the Sudan are not always prudent. Although the volume 
of a manufacturers’ or merchants’ business with the Sudan is seldom 
likely to justify a market survey or even, in some cases, a special visit 
by a representative, the alternative of dealing with the Sudan market 
as a subordinate zone of a Middle East representative’s territory is 
seldom satisfactory either from the point of view of seller or buyer 
of goods. 

Khartoum itself is nearly 2,000 miles south of the Egyptian seaboard. 
To put a Khartoum agent or representative in leading strings to a 
merchant in the Middle East who is ignorant of Sudan conditions and 
usually does nothing but a little book-keeping to earn the commission 
he receives for his surveillance creates a sense of frustration in the 
subordinate and also puts the shipper’s goods at a disadvantage with 
those of principals who have appointed direct contacts and thus avoided 
the extraneous payment to the intermediary. 


Hints to Business Men 


Undoubtedly a personal visit is the best means of finding such 
agents but when this is not justified, even as an extension to a Middle 
East visit, the Sudan Chamber of Commerce and the three banks

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established in the Sudan provide fully adequate channels of com- 
munication. The Department of Economics and Trade, Khartoum, 
is willing to advise on market possibilities and to provide up-to-date 
statistical data, but is naturally precluded from nominating or recom- 
mending individual traders. 


A small number of British firms have branches in the Sudan and a 
British advocate and auditor practices in Khartoum. The best 
method by which new entrants to the market can conduct their 
business is to employ established local agents rather than to seek to 
open branches. A few attempts have been made to introduce regula- 
tions to prevent the installation, or even the maintenance, of foreign 
businesses in the Sudan, but these have been soundly rejected by a 
reasonable Legislative Assembly. Nevertheless the policy of the 
Government is to refuse permission, under the current law, for new 
foreign houses to set up business in the Sudan unless their business 
is such as cannot adequately be covered by Sudanese or other estab- 
lished traders or has some benefit to confer on the country which it is 
unlikely otherwise to attain.

Franco-Swedish Trade Agreement 
MIXED Franco-Swedish Commission met in Paris during 


Ayfurch and agreed a list of supplementary quotas of goods to be 
exchanged under the current trade agreement which is operative 
until October 31, 1951. 

In the following paragraphs figures in brackets are in thousand 
Swedish crowns unless otherwise stated. The current exchange 
rate is 14-5 Swedish crowns={1.

(2,000 tons); tubes, cast iron, welded, seamless, cold-rolled 
(4,000 tons). 

Supplementary quotas for Swedish exports to France include: 
steel wire, drawn or cold-rolled, tempered or not (150) ; hand tools 
(250) ;_ self-lubricating bearings (200); machines for’ sheet-metal 
working® (200) ; filaments and electrodes for electric bulbs* (200) ; 
steel, of low carbon content, for bearings, in billets, bars, machine 
wire for bearings, including cold rolled strip for bearings (1,000 tons).

Italy and the Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union, signed in Rome 
on March 29, 1951. 


The Payments Agreement, which has been drawn up in con- 
formity with the provisions of the European Payments Union, came 
into force on April 2, 1951, and is subject to three months’ notice of 
termination on either side. 


The Trade Agreement which is valid for one year from March 29, 
1951, provides for trade between the two countries in goods 
which have not been liberalized by the importing country. In addition 
provision is made for exports from either country of raw materials and 
foodstuffs of interest to the other. 


Amongst the goods for which quotas have been established for 
import into Italy from the Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union, 
Belgian Congo and Ruanda Urundi, are: fresh fish, vegetable oils, 
beer, glue, chemicals, skins and Icather and leather goods, paper and 
pasteboard, textile yarns and products, iron and steel, and iron and 
steel products, textile, paper-making and other machinery, and among 
those for import into the Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union from 
Italy are: cut flowers, dyes and pigments, leather and leather goods, 
wood manufactures, paper and pasteboard, rayon textiles, hemp yarns 
and tissues, apparel and footwear, special steel, agricultural, office, 
electrical and other machinery, radio-electric apparatus, motor vehicles 
and parts, corozo buttons.

Indian Import Trade Control 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in New Delhi has 
forwarded copies of various notifications which amend the Indian 
Import Trade Control Regulations as follows :— 





Tractor Parts, Tractor Tools and Accessories 


In order to remove certain difficulties and to meet certain require- 
ments affecting the satisfactory operation of agricultural tractors in 
the country, the Government of India have decided as follows :— 


(a) Importation of Tractor Spare Parts of interchangeable Character 


The importation of spare parts for agricultural tractors falling under 
Serial No. 74 of Part V of the Import Trade Control Schedule is 
covered by Open General Licences XX and XXI._In this connection 
it has come to the notice of the Government of India that the Customs 
authorities have no means of distinguishing the end use in the case of 
such of these spare parts which are of an interchangeable character 
and which could equally well be utilized for ordinary motor vehicles. 

It has, accordingly, been decided for this purpose to issue licences 
for spare parts for agricultural tractors to the accredited agents of 
foreign manufacturers of agricultural tractors, who are on the approved 
list of the Ministry of Food and Agriculture, Government of India. 
Such licences will be in the nature of identification certificates to 
enable Customs to allow clearance of interchangeable tractor spare 
parts under Open General Licences Nos. XX and XXI, when im- 
ported by the holder of such a licence, irrespective of the value. 
These licences are now being issued to the parties eligible to receive 
them and no separate application need be made for them. 

This arrangement, however, does not in any way affect the classifica- 
tion of such spare parts for purposes of Customs Duty, which is 
entirely a matter resting with the Customs authorities. 


(b) Importation of Tractor Service Tools 


These tools fall under two main categories, namely :— 

(i) for stock and sale to actual users of tractors; and 

(ii) for equipping the workshops of tractor importers who under 

the rules are required to maintain adequate service arrange- 
ments. 

In the case of tractor tools required for stock and sale to actual 
users of tractors, it has been decided to allow holders of licences for 
tractors (complete units) to import such tools against these licences 
up to 5 per cent. of the c.i.f. value endorsed on the licence. This 
concession will automatically apply to all current licences for tractors 
and a specific endorsement to this effect will be made on all licences 
issued for tractors in future. 

In the case of jigs and tools required by the accredited importers 
of tractors to equip their workshops in order to provide the after sale 
service required of them under the rules, licences will be granted on 
the recommendation of the Ministry of Food and Agriculture, 
Government of India. For this purpose, parties who so qualify 
should apply in the prescribed form and procedure to the Ministry 
of Food and Agriculture, Government of India, New Delhi. 

The application is to be accompanied by a list in which full details 
are to be given of the individual tools which the party desires to import 
and full justification for the requirement is to be given in a covering 
letter to the application. These applications were required to be 
submitted so as to reach the authority aforementioned by April 15, 
1951, the latest. 


(c) Importation of Attachment to Tractors and Tractor Implements 


While tractor-drawn implements are covered by Open General 
Licences XX and XXI there are certain attachments such as trailers 
which do not fall within that definition and yet are essential to the 
efficient operation of tractors. It has, accordingly, been decided 
to grant licences for such attachments on the recommendation of the 
Indian Ministry of Food and Agriculture. For this purpose the same 
procedure as set out in (b) (ii) above is to be followed.

Further Amendment to the Law Relating to Prescription 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Salisbury has reported 
that an amendment has been made to “ The Prescription Further 
Amendment Act, 1949,” notice of which appeared in the Board of 
Trade Journal on October 1, 1949 (page 657). 

The effect of this amendment, to be known as “‘ The Prescription 
Further Amendment Act, 1951,” is to extend to 365 days the period 
for enforcing the recovery of the debt where a summons for such 
recovery has been issued out of the High Court. The varying periods 
during which the recoveries of debts may be enforced are otherwise 
unaffected. 
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Canadian Budget for 1951 


HE CANADIAN Minister of Finance, in his Budget speech 
on April 10, 1951, announced certain changes in the Excise Tax 
Act and the Customs Tariff, a summary of which was published 
in last week’s Board of Trade Journal (page 868). 
Full details of the Budget are now available, and are published 
below. These adjustments became effective on April 11, 1951. 


Excise Tax Act 


1. General sales tax is increased from eight to ten per cent. and 
the sales tax on those articles at present subject to a tax of four per 
cent. the tax is increased to five per cent. 

2. The sales tax on the following goods is repealed :— 

(a) Cortisone. 
(b) Adrenocorticotrophin (ACTH). 

3. Excise tax on the following goods mentioned in Schedule I 
of the Act, and on furs has been increased from 15 per cent. to 25 
per cent. :—Automobiles, toilet articles, preparations or cosmetics, 
electrical appliances for household use, firearms, ammunition, 
motorcycles, etc., golf clubs and balls, fishing rods and reels, lighters, 
cameras, etc., phonographs, radios, etc., slot machines, trunks, 
suitcases, etc., smoker’s accessories, fountain pens, etc., cigars, 
matches, tyres and tubes, clocks and watches, etc., jewellery, glass- 
ware and china. 

4. Excise tax on candy, chocolate, chewing gum and confectionery 
that may be classed as candy or a substitute for candy, is reduced 
from 30 per cent. to 15 per cent. 

5. The following goods will be subject to an excise tax of 15 per 


cent. when adapted to household or apartment use :— 


(a) Stoves, hot plates, grills and other appliances when adapted 
wholly or in part for cooking and when designed for using 
other than solid fuels. 

(b) Washing machines operated by electric or other power. 

(c) Electric, gas or kerosene refrigerators and freezing equip- 
ment and complete parts therefor including coils, condensing 
Or compressor units, motors, cabinets, boxes, evaporators 
and expansion valves. 

6. Excise tax on cigarette papers and cigarette paper tubes has been 
repealed. 
7. Excise tax on the following goods is increased by the amounts 
shown :— 
For each five cigarettes or fraction of five — con- 
tained in any package. . ? cent. 

(b) For each ounce or fraction of an ounce ef. manufactured 
tobacco, including snuff but not including cigars or cigarettes, 
contained in any package an i sos: cents.

Tariff Item 61 (a). (This item is on the “ Prohibited” list—see 
Board of Trade Journal on March 19, 1949, page 592.) Conversion 
will be at the rate of £1 special permit for £1 of surrendered permit 
and the total value of an importer’s issue of special permits for these 
goods shall not exceed 60 per cent. of the f.o.b. cost of blankets, shawls 
and/or rugs imported by him during the calendar year 1948. It 
should be noted that certain shawls and floor rugs are imported under 
Customs Tariff items Nos. 79 and 63. Such goods, which also appear 
on the “‘ Prohibited ” list, are not affected by this concession, 


Ecuador

Import Restrictions on Woollen Piece-Goods 


RESOLUTION NO. 48, issued by the Venezuelan National Supply 
ission announces the regulations which will govern the 
importation of woollen piece-goods this year.

Industries Section, devoted to consumer , was held from 
February 28 to March 4. Some comparisons! may therefore be 
drawn with the Cologne Spring Fair held from February 25-27 and 
March 4-6, for these two events rank, with Frankfurt, as the three 
main international trade fairs in Western Germany. The Leipzig 
Fair (in the Eastern Zone) now seems unlikely to recover its pre-war 
position as the leading European trade fair. 

In contrast to the Hanover Fair, which was established as recently 
as 1947, the Cologne Fair dates from 1924, when it was founded by 
the present Federal Chancellor, Dr. Adenauer, when Mayor of that 
City. The Cologne Fairs, however, have their roots- in the open 
markets which have always been connected with the town, owing 
to its situation on important North/South and East/West trade routes, 
and its proximity to the densely-populated industrial area of the Ruhr. 
It is doubtless due, in part at least, to these historical and traditional 
influences that the majority of exhibitors at Cologne are merchants, 
as at Frankfurt, whilst those at Hanover are mostly manufacturers. 

In contrast to the Hanover and Frankfurt Fairs, which set out to 
give equal weight to all branches of industry and trade, Cologne aims 
to specialize in hardware and textiles, though other products are not 
excluded. This policy may be due to the severely limited exhibition 
space available in Cologne at the present time, which necessitated the 
division of this year’s event into two sections: ‘The Household and 
Hardware Fair, February 25-27; and the Textiles and Clothing Fair, 
March 4 to 6. 

The present multiplicity of international trade fairs in Western 
Germany has been the subject of considerable criticism, and it seems 
probable that, in the course of time, a degree of specialization will 
arise. These notes may, meanwhile, assist exporters interested in 
exhibiting in West Germany to select the most appropriate event, 
in the light of current information about general trading conditions 
in the Federal Republic.
